Chronicle  is  publishing  about  us. 

Recently  three  Chronicle  staff  members  came  to  BYU 
and  spent  an  enjoyable  session  in  my  office  with  a tape 
recorder.

I feel  that  this  is  the  wrong  approach,  since  99  per 
cent  of  the  students  at  the  U of  U are  gullible  enough  to 
fail  for  a fake  Warhol,  the  tradition  should  continue..  (Be- 
lieve it  or  not,  some  on  that  campus  still  think  Warhol 
really  came.)

I was  recently  made  aware  of 
the  semester  programs  at  other 
institutions  of  higher  learning. 

School  begins  during  the  latter 
part  of  August  or  early  September 
and  as  a result  their  semester  is 
completed  in  time  to  coincide  with 
the  Christmas  and  New  Year  holi- 
days.
